1977  SHEVCHENKO  LECTURE 

"Ukrainian  Folklore  in  Canada:  The  Big  Put- 

Down"  was  the  topic  of  the  twelfth  annual  Shevchenko 
lecture  delivered  by  Dr.  Robert  B.  Klymasz,  Executive 
Director  of  the  Ukrainian  Cultural  and  Educational 
Centre  (Oseredok),  Winnipeg,  on  23  March.  By 
addressing  himself  to  the  questions:  What  is  folklore? 

How  does  it  operate?  What  good  is  it  and  who  needs 
it?.  Dr.  Klymasz  outlined  the  nature  and  development 
of  the  Ukrainian  folkloric  tradition  in  Canada  and 
pointed  out  those  manifestations  which,  in  his  view, 
constitute  the  "put  down". 

The  definition  of  Ukrainian  folklore  in  Canada 
encompassed  the  familiar  cultural  displays,  concerts, 
and  folk  festivals,  which  attract  wide  and  apprecia- 
tive audiences.  Although  this  "conscious  type  of 
promotion"  serves  as  an  important  means  of  "holding  on 
to  a sense  of  identity  in  the  face  of  rapid  accultura- 
tion and  assimilation,"  it  fails  to  attract  attention 
to  the  rich  abundance  of  raw  Ukrainian  folkloric 
materials  in  Canada.  The  latter  remain  not  only 
scantily  documented  because  of  the  language  barrier 
but  are  generally  misjudged,  their  well-preserved 
archaic  features  being  either  measured  according 
to  overly  sophisticated  academic  standards  or 
excessively  praised  by  enthusiastic  Ukrainian 
commentators. 

The  lecturer  outlined  the  operation  of  the 
Ukrainian  folkloric  complex  in  Canada  in  terms  of 
three  interrelated  yet  distinct  strata:  the  tradi- 

tional, including  shchedrivky , vesnianky , and  baiky; 
the  transitional  encompassing  the  ethnic  joke  cycle; 
and  the  innovative  which  selects,  reconstructs, 
and  retains  traditions  to  produce  a streamlined 
modern-day  version  of  the  folkloric  legacy.  Total 
retention  of  the  traditional  folklore  suffered,  as 
did  its  documentation,  because  of  the  loss  of 
Ukrainian  among  the  Canadian-born.  Under  the  impact 
of  acculturation,  folklore  began  to  stress  its  non- 
verbal elements:  it  became  disseminated  in  sensory 

terms  alone.  The  sound  of  Ukrainian  folk  music,  the 
art  of  traditional  craft,  the  taste  of  old  country 
foods  were  accented.  And  the  ethnic  jokes,  which 
amplified  not  only  intor-ethnic  tensions  in  the 
community,  but  also  specific  ethnic  characteristics, 
illustrated  the  middle  stage  in  the  evolutionary 
cycle  of  folklore  as  it  progressed  through  initial 
resistance  to  change,  followed  by  a breakdown  due 
to  change,  and  culminating  in  a reconstitution 
— adjustment  to  change.  Pressured  by  the  demands  of 
a modern  and  materialistic  civilization,  its  carriers 
assumed  a spectator-audience  relationship.  It  no 
longer  "permeated  everything  everybody  did"  but 
served  as  entertainment,  supplemented  by  indirect 
and  mechanical  vehicles  of  transmission.  While 
the  old  folklore,  based  in  a rural  setting  and  tied 
to  a seasonal  or  religious  calendar  was  transmitted 
on  a person-to-person  basis,  folklore  today  can  be 
purchased.  Whether  it  be  in  the  form  of  records, 
cookbooks,  or  dance  lessons,  it  has  evolved  into 
an  "instant  package"  available  to  all,  not  just 
those  Ukrainians  who  speak  the-  language.  All  these 
changes  "largely  correspond  to  the  gradual  transforma- 
tion of  our  old  immigrant  community  into  an  integrated 
segment  of  a total  Canadian  popu I at  ion. " 


Nonetheless,  when  answering  the  third  question — 
what  good  is  folklore  and  who  needs  it?.  Dr.  Klymasz 
emphasized  its  important  role  in  reflecting  the 
Ukrainian  heritage,  traditions,  experiences,  and 
problems.  He  concluded  that  "Ukrainian  folklore 
and  Ukrainian  traditions  belong  to  that  sphere 
of  intangibles  that  defy  marketing  techniques 
and  computer  programing,"  and  that  will  never  yield 
to  pressures  of  becoming  but  a commodity. 

The  Shevchenko  lecture,  attended  by  some  200 
people,  was  organized  by  the  Canadian  Institute  of 
Ukrainian  Studies  and  sponsored  by  the  Ukrainian 
Professional  and  Business  Men's  Club  of  Edmonton. 


TOUR  OF  WESTERN  CANADA  BY  FOUNDATION  AND  INSTITUTE 
EXECUTIVES 

A speaking  and  fund-raising  tour  for  the  Canadian 
Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies  Foundation  was  under- 
taken through  western  Canada  on  4-13  March  by 
Professor  Walter  S.  Tarnopolsky,  president  of  the 
Foundation,  Mr.  Peter  Savaryn,  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Foundation,  and  Dr.  Manoly  R.  Lupul, 
director  of  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian 
Studies.  As  the  Foundation  and  Institute  are  projects 
of  the  Ukrainian  Canadian  Professional  and  Business 
Federation,  the  main  purpose  of  the  tour  was  to 
acquaint  the  Federation's  Clubs  with  the  objectives  and 
work  of  the  Foundation  and  Institute. 

The  tour  commenced  in  Edmonton  on  4 March  with  a 
dinner  meeting  of  the  Ukrainian  Professional  and 
Business  Men’s  Club,  followed  by  a public  meeting 
at  which  Professor  Tarnopolsky  discussed  the  Founda- 
tion in  the  context  of  Canada's  present  political 
crisis  and  Mr.  Savaryn  outlined  the  reasons  for 
giving.  Both  made  similar  presentations  to  the 
Vancouver  Club  in  the  Ukrainian  Manor  on  5 March, 
and  next  afternoon  visited  the  Kelowna  Club  in  the 
Ukrainian  Orthodox  Church  Hall  and  the  Vernon  Club 
in  the  Ukrainian  Catholic  Centre  in  the  evening. 

On  7 March  Mr.  Savaryn  and  Professor  Tarnopolsky 
spoke  to  the  Club  in  Kamloops  at  a dinner  meeting 
held  in  the  David  Thompson  Motor  Inn,  and  on  9 March 
Professor  Tarnopolsky  spoke  at  a dinner  meeting  at 
the  Plains  Hotel  in  Regina. 

Dr.  Lupul  joined  Professor  Tarnopolsky  in  Winnipeg 
and  both  spoke  at  the  Club's  dinner  meeting  at  the 
Dakota  Village  Motor  Inn  on  10  March.  Next  day  both 
visited  the  Club  In  Thunder  Bay  and  spoke  at  a public 
meeting  held  in  the  Fort  William  Prosvita  Society.

TORONTO  OFFICE  OF  INSTITUTE  RECEIVES  W INTAR  10  GRANT 

A Wintario  grant  of  $76,000  from  the  Ministry 
of  Culture  and  Recreation  in  Ontario  was  received  by 
the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies  Foundation. 
Together  with  matching  funds  from  the  Foundation  (a 
total  of  $130,000),  the  grant  will  assist  the 
research  and  publication  project  of  the  Institute, 
directed  by  Professor  George  Luckyj  at  the  University 
of  Toronto.  The  project  includes  the  preparation 
and  publication  of  seven  books  in  both  English  and 
Ukrainian  in  the  field  of  Ukrainian  studies.  Some 
funds  are  also  earmarked  for  the  publication  of  the 
encyclopaedia.  The  first  volume  in  the  series, 

’’The  Canadian  Library  in  Ukrainian  Studies,"  is 
My  kola  Zerov's  Lektsii  z istorii  ukrainskoi 
literatury  (1798-1870)  (Lectures  on  the  History  of 
Ukrainian  (1798-1870)  in  Ukrainian,  scheduled  to 
appear  in  May  1977.  The  other  volumes,  all  designed 
primarily  as  university  textbooks,  will  include 
books  on  Ukrainian  language,  literature,  history 
and  political  science.  Among  them  is  an  Anthology  ' 
of  Ukrainian  Dissent  in  English,  edited  by  Professor 
B.  Bociurkiw  of  Carleton  University.  All  books  will 
be  available  in  inexpensive  paperback  form.  The 
director  of  the  project  has  enough  material  to  ful- 
fill the  project  and,  for  the  present,  no  new 
manuscripts  are  required.

SURVEY  FOR  UKRAINIAN  COURSES  PROVES  SUCCESSFUL 

During  December  and  January,  Special  Sessions, 
which  is  responsible  for  extra-mural  courses  at  the 
University  of  Alberta,  advertised  two  Ukrainian 
content  courses  in  Vegreville  and  Smoky  Lake 
to  be  offered  during  the  1977-78  academic  year, 
enrolment  permitting.  The  response  has  been  most 
gratifying  and  two  University  credit  courses  will 
be  offered  in  Vegreville  during  the  ne><t  academic 
year. 

In  the  fall,  Roman  Petryshyn,  research  asso- 
ciate in  the  Institute,  will  teach  Sociology  368, 

"Ethnic  and  Minority  Group  Relations."  The  course 
will  present  a wide  range  of  theories  and  models 
of  ethnicity,  focussing  on  the  Ukra inian-Canadian 
ethnic  group  as  the  principal  subject  of  study. 

In  January  1978,  Bohdan  Krawchenko  will  offer 
Political  Science  475,  "Politics  in  Contemporary 
Ukraine,"  with  the  emphasis  on  key  political 
developments  and  problems  before  and  after  the 
Revolution  in  1917.  The  latter  is  a new  course  and 
is  currently  offered  only  at  the  University  of 
A I berta. 


Although  Vegreville  has  had  University  courses  in 
the  past,  this  is  the  first  attempt,  initiated  by  the 
Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies,  to  offer 
Ukrainian-content  social  science  courses,  taught  in 
English,  as  part  of  the  University's  extra-mural 
academic  program.

INSTITUTE  ASSOCIATES  TO  HOLD  FIRST  MEETING 

As  part  of  its  mandate  to  coordinate  Ukrainian 
studies  in  Canada,  the  Institute  has  established 
a consultative  body  of  Associates  consisting  of 
more  than  thirty  individuals  in  twenty  Canadian 
universities.  The  Institute  Associates  are  to 
share  information  with  the  Institute  about  de- 
velopments in  Ukrainian  studies  on  their  campuses. 
Annual  meetings  of  the  Associates  will  be  orga- 
nized by  the  Institute  to  help  promote  Ukrainian 
and  Ukra inian-Canadian  studies  and  to  provide 
an  opportunity  for  Associates  to  discuss  admini- 
strative and  scholarly  initiatives  taken  by  the 
Institute  each  year. 


The  first  meeting  of  the  Institute  Associates 
will  be  held  at  the  Hyatt-Regencv  Hotel  in  Toronto 
on  Thursday,  19  May  1977,  commencing  at  9:30  a.m. 
The  sessions  will  be  organized  around  a research 
paper  prepared  by  Bohdan  Krawchenko  analyzing 
the  state  of  Ukrainian  studies  in  Canada.  Copies 
of  the  paper  will  be  distributed  to  the  Associates 
in  advance  of  the  meeting. 


INSTITUTE  RESEARCH  GRANTS  AWARDED 

To  date,  the  Institute  has  awarded  eight  research 
grants,  six  since  Its  last  "Newsletter."  On  21 
February  Dr.  Borys  LewytzkJ  of  Munich,  Germany,  a 
well-known  researcher  and  writer  on  Soviet  and  Ukrainian 
affairs,  was  granted  $8,000  to  describe  and  document 
the  development  of  the  Ukrainian  SSR  since  Stalin’s 
death  in  a project  entitled  "The  Soviet  Ukraine 
1953-77."  Dr.  John  Basarab,  also  of  Munich  where 
he  Is  employed  by  Radio  Liberty,  was  awarded  $1,500 
on  3 March  to  revise  his  doctoral  dissertation, 
entitled  "Interpretations  of  the  1654  Pereiaslav 
Agreement,"  into  a monograph.  Both  publications  will 
become  part  of  the  Institute's  "Canadian  Library  in 
Ukraiigi'an  Studies"  series.  Another  project  in  this 
series  Is  by  Dr.  Jurij  Borys,  Department  of 
Political  Science,  University  of  Calgary,  who  was 
awarded  a grant  of  $1,500  on  30  March  to  revise  his 
book  entitled  The  Russian  Communist  Party  and  the 
Sovietization  of  Ukraine,  published  originally  in  a 
small  edition  in  Stockholm,  Sweden  in  I960.  Also 
part  of  the  same  series  is  "Readings  in  Ukrainian 
Civilization,"  an  anthology  edited  by  Drs.  O.W. 

Gerus  and  A.  Baran,  Department  of  History,  University 
of  Manitoba,  for  which  a grant  of  $3,390  was  awarded 
on  28  March. 

In  Ukra in ian-Canad ian  studies,  on  19  January 
Ms.  Shirley  Zaporzan  of  Winnipeg  was  awarded  $1,500 
to  evaluate  "The  History  and  Development  of  the 
Ukra in ian-Canad ian  Cinema  and  Ukrainian  Film 
Production  in  Canada."

This  will  be  the  first  publication  of  the 
renowned  scholar’s  lectures  delivered  at  Kiev 
University  in  1928.  Subsequently,  his  works  were 
banned  and  Zerov  himself  perished  in  a Soviet 
concentration  camp. 


His  lectures  deal  with  the  crucial  period  of  modern 
Ukrainian  literary  history  and  are  a model  of 
scholarly  objectivity.  They  appear  in  the  original 
Ukrainian  and  are  intended  not  only  as  a textbook 
for  universities  but  as  a book  of  major  interest  to 
the  general  reader. 


George  Luckyj  (ed.).  The  VAPLITE  Collection  (in 

Ukrainian)  Appr.  300  pp.  Illustrated. 

$10.95  hardcover,  $4.95  paper. 

This  volume  is  an  expanded  edition  of 
previously  published  materials  from  the  archives  of 
the  literary  group  VAPLITE  (1925-1928).  It  offers 
a unique  insight  into  the  life  and  work  of  a group 
of  Ukrainian  writers  and  artists  in  the  1920s  who 
spear-headed  a national  and  cultural  revival. 

Their  attempt  to  develop  a high  Ukrainian  culture, 
based  on  western  European  models,  was  cut  short 
by  the  onset  of  Stalinism.  The  collection  contains 
letters,  diaries,  excerpts  from  both  prose  and  poetry, 
and  many  illustrations,  some  in  color.

On  27  January  1977  Bohdan  Medwidsky  successfully 
defended  his  doctoral  dissertation  "The  Language  of 
Stefanyk’s  Novellas:  An  Analysis  of  the  Vocabulary."

At  the  same  session,  B.  Krawchenko  spoke  on 
"The  Ems  Ukase  and  the  Social  Consequences  of 
Russification:  The  State  of  Ukrainian  Schools." 

Dr.  Bohdan  Harasymiw  Department  of  Political  Science, 
University  of  Calgary,  delivered  a paper  entitled 
"Political  Recruitment  in  Soviet  Ukraine:  Party 

and  Society  in  Kharkiv  Oblast,  1959"  at  the  Banff 
Conference  on  Central  and  East  European  Studies*, 
held  3-6  March  1977.  Bohdan  Krawchenko  gave  a 
paper  on  "Some  Aspects  of  the  Structure  of  the 
Soviet  Working  Class"  at  the  same  conference. 

Bohdan  Krawchenko  and  W.  Roman  Petryshyn,  both 
research  associates  of  the  Institute,  were  guest 
speakers  at  the  12th  Annual  Western  Conference  of 
the  Ukrainian  Canadian  University  Students’  Union 
(SUSK),  University  of  Manitoba,  11—12  March. 

R.  Petryshyn  spoke  on  "Ukrainians  In  Canada  and 
Quebec:  The  Future"  and  about  "The  Canadian 

Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies",  and  B.  Krawchenko 
on  "Contemporary  Ukraine:  A Look  at  Politics  and 

Society." 


Dr.  Ivan  L.  Rudnytsky,  associate  director  of  the 
institute,  was  guest  speaker  at  the  banquet  of  the  All? 
Canadian  Conference  of  the  Ukrainian  Canadian  Committee 
held  in  Edmonton  on  25-27  February.  In  his  remarks. 

Dr.  Rudnytsky  concentrated  on  the  role  of  the  Institute 
In  Ukrainian-Canad Ian  life. 


A NEW  ERA  IN  UKRAINIAN  LANGUAGE  EDUCATION 

The  above  was  the  title  of  an  address  which 
Dr.  M.  Lupul  gave  to  the  teachers'  workshop  on 
4 February,  organized  by  the  education  committee 
of  the  Ukrainian  Canadian  Committee  for  the 
Province  of  Alberta.  The  workshop  brought  to- 
gether teachers  of  Ukrainian  at  the  secondary  and 
elementary  school  levels  and  in  the  ridni  shkoly. 

After  indicating  when  the  new  era  began  (in 
January  1974  with  the  registration  of  96  children 
in  five  ki ndergartens  in  Edmonton's  public  and 
separate  schools),  why  it  began,  and  the  nature 
of  the  new  era  with  its  Ukrainian  ladder  within 
the  state  educational  system  from  kindergarten 
through  university.  Dr.  Lupul  concentrated  on  the 
problems  of  the  new  era,  singling  out  enrolment 
as  the  most  crucial. 

To  ensure  the  success  of  enrolment  campaigns 
at  the  elementary  school  level,  he  stressed  the 
importance  of  ridni  shkoly  being  supplementary 
to,  rather  than  competitors  with,  the  Ukrainian 
bilingual  immersion  classes  in  Edmonton  and 
wherever  else  they  may  be  established. 

What  was  needed,  he  thought,  was  a clear 
understanding  of  the  main  role  of  both  types 
of  schools  in  the  future.  To  prevent  duplication, 
the  sadoohky  and  ridni  shkoly  in  places  such  as 
Edmonton,  where  bilingual  immersion  classes  exist 
to  teach  how  to  speak,  read  and  write  in  Ukrainian, 
should  avoid  literacy  and  concentrate  on  cultural 
enrichment,  providing  additional  opportunities 
to  strengthen  the  use  of  Ukrainian  whi I e. deepening 
the  children's  understanding  of  the  Ukrainian 
experience  (history,  customs,  traditions,  the 
fine  arts)  in  a Canadian  milieu. 

He  pointed  out  that  ridni  shkoly  had  an 
important  function  to  play  at  the  nursery  school 
level  with  children  between  2{  and  5*  years  of 
age.  He  also  thought  that,  in  close  cooperation 
with  kindergarten  and  Grade  I teachers  in  the 
public  and  separate  schools,  the  teachers  of 
ridni  shkoly  could  help  to  prepare  children  in. 
uni  lingual  English  Grade  II  classes  for  Ukrainian 
b i I i ngua I Grade  III  cl  asses,  but  the  work  of 
the  ridni  shkoly  had  to  be  intensive,  for  the 
goal  was  fluency,  and  the  latter  could  only  be 
acquired  by  daily  attendance  after  school  and 
on  Saturday,  for  the  whole  day  if  possible. 

Dr.  Lupul  concluded  by  urging  junior  and 
senior  high  school  teachers  to  get  involved 
in  recruiting  pupils  for  the  elementary  classes 
in  Edmonton  and  in  extending  Edmonton's  immer- 
sion program  to  other  parts  of  the  province. 


Seminars 


EDMONTON 

DR.  BOHDAN  MEDWIDSKY 

The  Institute’s  second  seminar  of  the  1976-77 
academic  year  took  place  on  II  January  1977. 

B.  Medwidsky,  assistant  professor  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Slavic  Languages  at  the  University  of 
Alberta,  spoke  about  "The  Ukase  of  Ems  and  Its 
Influence  on  the  Development  of  Modern  Literary 
Ukrainian." 

The  Ukase  of  Ems  (1876)  had  a twofold  influence 
on  modern  literary  Ukrainian:  On  the  one  hand, 

the  decree  almost  curtailed  the  use  of  I iterary 
Ukrainian  within  the  confines  of  the  Russian 
Empire;  on  the  other,  because  of  it  literary 
Ukrainian  acquired  many  dialectical  features  of 
southwestern  Ukrainian.  Literary  Ukrainian  was 
restricted  by  the  ban  on  the  import  of  Ukrainian 
publications  from  outside  the  Russian  Empire,  by 
the  curtailment  of  most  Ukrainian  publications 
within  the  empire,  and  by  the  removal  of  all 
Ukrainian  publications  from  school  libraries. 

The  marked  acquisition  of  southwestern  elements 
by  the  literary  language  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
most  Ukrainian  publishing  in  the  1876-1905  period 
was  done  in  that  part  of  Ukraine  dominated  by 
the  Austro-Hungarian  Empire. 

B.  Medwidsky  is  currently  working  on  the 
vocabulary  of  V.  Stefanyk’s  prose. 

DR.  IVAN  L.  RUDNYTSKY 

At  the  third  Institute  seminar  of  the  1976-77 
academic  year,  held  on  25  January  1977,  I.L.  Rudnytsky, 
professor  in  the  Department  of  History  and  associate 
director  of  the  Institute,  spoke  about  "The 
Nazaruk-Lypynsky  Correspondence,  1920-30." 

As  editor  of  the  recently  published  work, 

Lys tij  Osypa  Nazaruka  do  Viaohoslava  Lypynskoho 
(The  Letters  of  Osyp  Nazaruk  to  Viaoheslav 
Lypynsky)  (Philadelphia,  1976),  Professor 
Rudnytsky  discussed  the  threefold  significance 
of  the  Nazaruk-Lypynsky  correspondence:  as  a 

document  of  the  history  of  Ukrainian  political 
thought,  as  a source  of  information  about  Ukrainian 
life  in  North  America  in  the  1920s,  and  as  a 
testimony  to  the  personalities  of  two  outstanding 
men,  V.  Lypynsky  (1882-1931),  a brilliant 
historian  and  conservative  theorist,  and  0.  Nazaruk 
(1883-1940),  a prominent  Ukrainian  journalist, 
man  of  letters,  and  politician. 

DR.  V.  KUSIN 

On  4 February  1977  Dr.  Kusin,  the  director  of  the 
International  Committee  for  Soviet  and  East  European 
Studies  located  at  the  University  of  Glasgow,  discussed 
the  problem  of  the  Ukrainian  minority  in  post-World 
War  II  Czechoslovakia.  With  the  cession  of  the 
Transcarpath ian  province  to  the  Soviet  Union  in 
1945,  the  Ukrainian  minority  in  Czechoslovakia  was 
reduced  to  the  Priashiv  (Pre?ov)  region  of  eastern 


Slovakia.  The  population  of  that  mountainous, 
economically  and  culturally  backward  area,  was 
untouched  by  the  modern  Ukrainian  national  movement 
until  recent  times.  The  people  identified  themselve 
primarily  by  religion,  and  the  allegiance  to  the 
Greek  Catholic  (Uniate)  Church  differentiated  them 
from  their  Slovak  neighbors.  The  outlook  of  the 
small  local  intelligentsia  was  traditionally 
Russophile.  After  an  initial  period  of  hesitation, 
in  the  1950s  Czechoslovak  Communist  authorities 
resolved  to  adopt  a pro-Ukrainian  course  in  the 
Priashiv  region.  Ukra i n i an- I anguage  schools  and 
periodicals  were  introduced,  and  a Ukrainian 
cultural  association  was  established  under  official 
auspices.  However,  this  policy  of  Ukra i n izat ion 
was  implemented  clumsily,  with  no  regard  for  that 
region's  pecu larit ies.  At  the  same  time  the  Greek 
Catholic  Church  was  suppressed  in  favor  of  Russian- 
style  Orthodoxy.  These  upheavals  caused  a large 
part  of  the  Ukrainian  population  to  opt  for  the 
Slovak  nationality,  a process  reflected  in  census 
returns.  At  the  same  time,  there  gradually  emerged 
in  the  Priashiv  area  a group  of  young  intellectuals 
imbued  with  a strong  Ukrainian  consciousness.  By 
the  1960s,  due  to  the  generally  more  relaxed 
conditions  in  Czechoslovakia,  Priashiv  emerged  as 
an  important  Ukrainian  cultural  center  whose 
significance  far  transcended  eastern  Slovakia. 
Priashiv  intellectuals  established  contacts  with 
dissident  circles  in  the  Ukrainian  SSR,  and  writings 
which  could  not  be  printed  in  Ukraine  appeared  in 
Priashiv  publications.  These  developments  were 
cut  short  by  the  Soviet  occupation  of  Czechoslovakia 
in  1968. 

W.  ROMAN  PETRYSHYN 

The  Institute’s  fifth  seminar  of  the  current 
academic  year  took  place  on  15  February  1977. 

W.  Roman  Petryshyn,  a research  associate  in  the 
Institute,  spoke  about  "Separatism  and  Canadian 
Multicultural  ism." 

A theoretical  model  was  offered  to  explain 
the  rise  of  pol itical  national  ism  and  anti-colo- 
nial economic  movements.  From  the  model,  five 
major  economic  and  social  conditions  that  give 
rise  to  nationalism  were  delineated:  I.  imperial 

cap i ta I i st  terr i tor ia I conquest,  2.  colonial 
dual  economy,  3.  political  relations  that 
create  a category  of  unfree  labor,  4.  visible 
discrimination  which  is  politically  supported, 
and  consequently  5.  the  existence  of  a poten- 
tial for  autonomous  anti-colonial  revolutionary 
struggle.  These  five  characteristics  were  then 
related  to  the  critical  elements  that  distinguish 
nationalism  from  ethnicity.  A discussion  of 
the  political  economy  of  ethnicity  followed. 

The  model  was  applied  to  the  Canadian 
situation  to  draw  a distinction  between  the 
socio-economic  conditions  giving  rise  to 
Quebecois  nationalism  and  the  economic  and  social 
conditions  of  Canadian  ethnic  groups  committed 
to  a policy  of  multicultural  ism. 

Roman  Petryshyn  is  currently  working 
on  his  Ph.D.  dissertation  (Bristol  University), 
entitled  "The  Political  Dimension  in  Ethnic 
Community  Development." 


DR.  ANDRIJ  H0RNJATKEVY2 

The  Institute's  sixth  seminar  of  the  1976-77 
academic  year  took  place  on  15  March  1977.  Dr.  Andrij 
Hornjatkevyc,  assistant  professor  in  the  Department  of 
Slavic  Languages  at  the  University  of  Alberta  and 
special  assistant  to  the  director  of  the  Institute, 
spoke  about  "The  Concept  of  the  Leader  in  Franko’s 
Poetry." 

The  theme  of  the  leader  plays  a centra-l  role  in 
some  of  Ivan  Franko’s  major  poems,  especial ly  Pokhoron 
[ The  Funeral']  (1918) 3 Ivan  Vyshensky  (1900)  and 
Moisei  \_Moses]  (1905).  This  character,  by  then  well 
crystallized,  has  interesting  precursors  in  Franko’s 
earlier  works.  Dr.  HornjatkevyS  illustrated  this 
development  with  selected  verse  passages  and 
pointed  out  the  peculiarities  of  each  metamorphosis. 

Dr.  Hornjatkevyc  is  currently  working  on 
selected  problems  of  Ukrainian  descriptive  grammer. 

DR.  JAROSLAV  PETRYSHYN 


The  last  Institute  seminar  in  the  1976-77  series 
was  held  on  22  March.  Dr.  Jaroslav  Petryshyn,  lecturer 
in  the  Department  of  History,  spoke  on  "The  Canadian 
Labor  Defense  League  and  the  Ukrainians." 

The  seminar  described  a little-known  organization 
— the  Canadian  Labor  Defense  League  (C.L.D.L.),  active 
in  1925-40.  Led  by  Albert  Edward  Smith,  a Methodist 
minister  turned  communist,  the  C.L.D.L.  rose  in 
prominence  or  notoriety,  depending  on  one’s  point  of 
view,  during  the  worst  years  of  the  depression, 
promoting  communist  policies,  agitating  on  behalf  of 
the  Communist  Party  of  Canada,  and  defending  before 
the  courts  over  6,000  militant  individuals — communists 
and  non-communists  alike.  The  C.L.D.L.  was  especially 
effective  after  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  Tim  Buck 
and  seven  other  communist  leaders  in  1931  under  the 
controversial  section  98  of  the  Criminal  Code. 
Intertwining  communism  with  the  defense  of  civil 
liberties  in  Canada,  the  C.L.D.L.  launched  a series  of 
protest  campaigns  which  brought  It  a substantial 
following  with  a significant  impact  on  the  political 
authorities  in  the  nation.  The  C.L.D.L.  was  supported, 
for  the  most  part,  by  immigrants — the  "foreign-born’’  - 
the  most  prominent  being  Ukrainians,  Finns,  and  Jews. 

By  1932  there  were  over  2,700  Ukrainians  within  the 
C.L.D.L.  and  many  more  League  sympathizers. 

The  discussion  centred  on  the  Ukrainian-Canadian 
left-wing  movement  and  its  contribution  to  the  C.L.D.L. 
and  the  C.L.D.L. ’s  efforts  to  defend  "foreign-born" 
workers  against  persecution  and  deportation. 


TORONTO 

MYROSLAV  SHKANDR I J 

Myroslav  Shkandrij,  a doctoral  candidate  in 
the  Department  of  Slavic  Languages  and  Literatures 
at  the  University  of  Toronto,  opened  the  seminar 
series  in  Toronto  with  a talk  on  "Mykola  Khvylovy 
and  Revolutionary  Romanticism." 


Khvylovy  was  one  of  the  most  important  writers 
of  the  1920s  and  one  whose  works  have  been  black- 
listed in  the  USSR  for  over  forty  years.  Recently, 
the  literary  qualities  of  his  work  have  attracted 
attention.  M.  Shkandrij  pointed  out  that  Khvylovy’s 
work  was  divided  into  two  distinct  periods  with 
very  different  styles.  The  first,  from  1921-24, 
is  generally  characterized  as  "revolutionary 
romanticism";  it  is  ornate  and  impressionistic. 

The  second,  from  about  1925  to  1933,  is  a style 
of  restrained  narration,  caustic  satire,,  and  heavy 
i rony . 

Elements  of  the  two  styles  were  analysed 
and  reasons  for  the  change  I inked  to  the  experience 
of  the  1920s.  Khvylovy’s  attempts  to  break  out 
of  a narrow,  intensely  subjective  experience  and 
his  desire  to  write  a broad  social  novel  por- 
traying the  deep  psychological  conflicts  of  his 
generation,  his  search  for  a crowning  artistic 
achievement  for  the  Ukrainian  novel — these  were 
his  aspirations  in  developing  his  "new  style." 

MARTA  OLYNYK 

The  second  Institute  seminar  at  the  University 
of  Toronto  was  held  on  24  February.  Marta  Olynyk, 
a first-year  Ph.D.  student  in  Ukrainian  literature 
at  the  University  of  Toronto,  spoke  on  the  topic  "The 
Group  of  the  Shistdesiatnyky  [Sixtiers]  in  Contemporary 
Soviet  Ukrainian  Literature." 

The  speaker  surveyed  the  types  of  themes,  forms, 
and  genres  particular  to  the  I iterary  rebirth  of  the 
1960s  in  Soviet  Ukraine.  Critical  poets  and  prose 
writers  emerged  to  challenge  the  tenets  of  socialist 
realism.  Poets  such  as  Lina  Kostenko,  Vasyl  Symonenko 
and  Ivan  Drach  continued  the  process  of  modernizing 
and  Europeanizing  Ukrainian  I iterature  which  had 
begun  In  the  1920s  by  cultivating  a modern  and 
sophisticated  style  of  writing.  Western  contemporary 
art  and  I Iterature  was  shown  to  have  a modest 
influence  on  the  "sixtiers."  This  is  evident  in  their 
use  of  £n  increasingly  complex  metaphoric  system 
which  is  both  visually  and  aurally  oriented. 

Prose  continued  to  remain  in  a belated  sta^e 
of  development.  However,  some  signs  of  progress  may 
be  seen  In  the  emergence  of  individuals  who  question 
various  aspects  of  Soviet  society,  especially  those 
formerly  tabooed:  the  true  effect  of  the  Second 

World  War  on  post-war  Soviet  society,  and  the  Stalinist 
purges.  Writers  such  as  V.  Shevchuk  are  also 
beginning  to  examine  a host  of  problems  particular 
to  an  urban  Ukrainian  setting  rather  than  the  rural 
setting  prevalent  in  Soviet  Ukrainian  prose. 

Formal  experiments  with  narrative  and  plot  structure 
which  emerged  in  the  prose  of  the  1960s  are  a positive 
indication  that  Ukrainian  prose  is  slowly  coming  of 
age. 


MARKO  B0JCUN 

Marko  Bojcun  presented  the  third  seminar  of 
the  University  of  Toronto  series  on  9 March,  on  the 
topic  "1943  in  Ukraine." 


As  one  of  the  three  major  contenders  for 
political  power  in  war-time  Ukraine,  the  Ukrainian 
Insurgent  Army  emerged  in  early  1943  as  a popular 
anti -Nazi  and  anti-Soviet  guerrilla  movement.  The 
coalescence  of  several  nationalist  anti-German  partisan 
groups  into  a single  UPA  provided  the  Ukrainian 
populace  with  an  organized  and  armed  movement  to 
fight  against  both  of  the  major  contenders  of  the 
war  in  eastern  Europe,  and  for  an  independent  state 
envisaged  in  the  UPA's  democratic  and  socially 
progressive  program. 

The  UPA  struggle  reached  its  highest  point  in 
terms  of  numbers,  armed  power,  and  organizational 
cohesion  in  the  fall  of  1943,  with  approximately 
40,000  insurgents  in  the  Army.  Thereafter  it  fell 
victim  to  the  greatly  superior  Soviet  regular  units 
and  counter-insurgency  battalions  and  to  the  deser- 
tions forced  upon  its  members  by  the  ominous 
prospect  of  the  consolidation  of  Soviet  power  in 
western  Ukraine. 

The  paper  traced  the  development  of  the  UPA  in 
1943,  placing  it  in  the  context  of  the  nationalist 
movement’s  evolution  from  the  late  1920s  and  in 
relation  to  the  military  and  political  constellation 
of  powers  existent  in  Ukraine  during  the  war  period. 

OLYA  KUPLOWSKA 

Olya  Kuplowska,  formerly  a graduate  student  at 
the  Ontario  Institute  for  Studies  in  Education, 
presented  the  fourth  seminar  of  the  University 
of  Toronto  series  on  23  March  on  the  "Profile  of 
Canadian  Ukrainians  re:  Language  Retention." 

Having  proclaimed  Canada  multicultural  in  1971, 
the  federal  government  undertook  "The  Non-Official 
Languages  Study"  to  help  in  the  formulation  of  a 
viable  cultural  policy.  A proposal  was  accepted  for 
a very  detailed  research  survey  of  the  largest  ethnic 
minorities  in  Canada  in  five  major  cities  where 
language  programs  might  be  feasible. 

The  aim  of  the  research  project  was  to  initiate 
the  building  of  a profile  of  urban  Ukrainians  in 
Canada  with  respect  to  Ukrainian  language  knowledge, 
its  use,  and  the  support  for  its  retention.  It  was 
found  that  city,  generation,  and  ethnic  self- 
identification  proved  to  be  the  most  important 
factors  in  the  degree  of  support  for  the  learning 
of  language,  although  the  intricacies  of  the  relation- 
ship among  these  factors  have  still  to  be  explored. 

The  initial  attempt  at  developing  a profile  of 
Ukrainians  with  respect  to  language  retention 
indicates  that  there  are  various  underlying  factors 
influencing  Ukrainian  language  knowledge,  use,  and 
support,  and  their  interpretation  may  not  necessarily 
be  in  accord  with  certain  current  sociological  theories 
on  language  retention.
